WASHINGTON — Most of a 
projected budget surplus of up 
. _to.S70D-billion-aver-thc-naxr- 
decade should be returned to 
the American, people through 
tax cuts, the chairman of the 
Senate Budget Committee' said

“This is a surplus over and 
above what is needed for Social 
Security," Sen. Pete Domcnici, 
R-N.M., said on CBS’ "Face the 
Nation." “We’re going to give 
most of that back to -the 
American people, ns much as 
S600 billion.” 

Domcnici reiterated priorities 


he favors for Congress to protect- 
Social Security, give back the 
non-Social Security surplus to 
the people with a “significant 
— tax-cut,-'’-provide-rassiitance-for— 
the military and do something 
dramatic for education in the 
form of direct aid to classrooms. 

‘'The tax cut will start small 
and then reach full fruition in a 
few years,” Domcnici said, 
adding it could start at 4 percent 
and go up to 15 percent, affect- 
ing people in all tax brackets. 

White House officials said 
Sunday ir might he premature to 
promise how the surplus will be 
used. 

“Hie president will talk about 


the budget in detail during the 
Slate of the Union speech, reit- 
erating our pledge to save Social 
Security first, ” said W hite House 
-spokesmon-P.-JrCrowley: 

"Beyond that, we have to start 
to realize the actual surplus 
before we start, spending the 
money.” 

Domcnici said his budget com- 
mittee could not fill in details of 
the tax cut and would hove to 
recruit help from other panels 
such as the Senate Finance 
Committee and House budget 
writers;* 

Domcnici said he believes the 
plan will have support, adding:

evening meeting. Coasting 
devices include skateboards, 
roller skates, in-line skates, 
scooters, coasters, bicycles or 
ocher wheeled devices. 

The ccdasance would ban use 
any of these devices in several 
places; 

• On public or private proper- 
ty where signs have been posted 
forbidding their use. 

• On public sidewalks along 
Overland Avenue? between 11th 
and 15 streets. 


• On public sidewalks along 
Main Street between Oakley 
Avenue and Albion Avenue. 

People caught disobeying the 
law would see their skateboards, 
skates or hicydes confiscated by 
police. They also would receive 
— misdem eanor tickets.- - 

The proposal brought a sharp 
protest from Casey Whiting, 
owner of the Burley Board 
Shack. 

“It is absolutely the biggest 
_ waste ..of time by the City 
Council to do this,” he said. “If 
this ordinance is passed, it will 
waste the taxpayers’ time and 
money trying to ban kids from 
using the sidewalks arid public 
property." 

But Councilman Dave Ringlc 
said the ordinance’s purpose is 
not to stop kids from skateboard- 
ing or skating in the city. It is to 
decrease the destruction of pub- 


lic property. / 

Skateboarders and in-line 
skaters often perform tricks that 
scrape sidewalks and benches, 
Ringlc said. 

“We’re not in a hurry to dose 
down our city to kids," Ringlc 
—said— “But we w a nt i t~ro~btr~ 
known that the destruction of 
property is not an option.” 
Whiting argues that the pro- 
posed ordinance would target 
not only bad kids who destroy 
property, but all kids. "'i 
“T his is going to make crimi- 
nals out of the kids who aren't 
even doing anything but riding 
their skates," Whiting said. “The 
dty is attacking what they see ns 
a problem but they’re not really 
providing any solutions."
